Roferlne to an article appearing In 
the March 6th Issue of your publica- 
tion, entitled. "\VUat Do Tlioy Got? 
Aak the Milk Farmer", which article 
comments upon a Btnteraent printed 
iu a recent leaue of the Milk News, 
benrlng on Indenmity paid to farm- 
era Cor cattle slaughtered on account 
oC tuberculin Infection, please permit 
mo to state: 

The figures contained in the Janu- 
ary Milk News article which now ap- 
pears to have been erroneous, were 
obtained from the September 1923 is- 
Kuo oC the Kane County Farm News, 
which paper had previously borrowed 
them from still another fram periot- 
cal claiming to quote Dr. J. J. Lltner, 
iuspcctor In charge of tuberculosis 
eradication for the United Slates gov- 
ernment. 

Aa the subject under discussion is 
of serious importance to your farmer 
readers, and ai the report printed Ir 
your paper like many of the state- 
menta constantly appearing In vari- 
ous farm publications is misleading, 
may I set your people right In the 
matter by quoting from a letter re- 
ceived from Dr. Lintner, under date 
of Fob. 2Gth, 1924. as follows: 

"Animals are appraised on merit aa 
they stand; all Interests Involved are 
taken Into consideration when mak- 
ing such appraisal. The federal de- 
partment agrees to pay one-third of 
the difference between the appraised 
value and the salvage derived at the 
time of slaughter, but In no Instanco 
-shall the amount paid by the federal 
department exceed $50,00 on any pure- 
bred or ?25.00 on any grade animal. 
The state of Illlnola will pay the same 
amount. Applying this fact, under no 
consideration can an owner receive 
over JIOO.OO and salvage on any pure- 
bred, or J50.00 and the salvage on 
any grade. Indemnity Is paid as fol- 
lows: 

"The not salvage Is subtracted from 
the appraised value and the result de- 
vlded by three. If Uie amount given 
dooH not exceed that spcclfled by law, 
aa above stated. It will be the amount 
IJflid to the owner. Example, Grade 
animal appraised value J75.00, sal- 



vage $15.00; dlfforenco 160.00; gov- 
ernment share J20.00. state share 
520.00; owner received J55.00 for the 
animal. Example of purebred where 
the owner will not receive one third 
of the difference, but In accordance 
with the law: Appraised value $200.00, 
salvage 520.00, the difference la 
5180.00; one third of which Is $G0.OO. 
but the maximum by law is only 
550.00. I believe this Is self explana- 
tory." 

The undersigned writer has made a 
close study of at least two sides of 
the many angled proposition facing 
the dairy farmer whose cows have not 
as yet been subjected to a tuberculin 
test. As It appears to many Chicago 
district milk producers, the fact that 
our product Is thoroughly pasteurized 
before it reaches the consumer, prac- 
tically eliminates all probability of 
the transmission of tuberculosis from 
cows to city humans through milk. 

It is conceded that moat IlUnols 
farmers and their families use unpas- 
tuerized milk from untested cows and 
yet statistics show that people re- 
siding on farms or In country dis- 
tricts are practically free from the 
form of tuberculosis which can bo 
traced to germs said to be tranafltted 
In cow's milk. The propagandists 
who are hell-bent upon coaxing us to 
test our cows neglect to tell us that 
a goodly percent of the cattle con- 
demned to the slaughter pen are 
found upon examination to bo abso- 
lutely safe insofar as possible milk In- 
fection Is concerned. Another vital 
fact which should be taken into con- 
sideration by tho cow owner before 
submitting his herd to a tuberculin 
test, is the possible never ending fi- 
nancial loss which he must bo pre- 
pared to assume. There Is often a 
severe shock In store for the farmer 
who has accepted without protest the 
government appraisal figure of per- 
haps 5100.00 each, or less on pure- 
bred animals for which he paid or 
has offered many times that amount, 
or an appraisal of 550.00 on the best 
milker In his herd; has shipped his 
stuff to the wards and sighs with re- 
new to think the worst Is over at 
Inst; when too soon along Bomcs the 
second and third test and off gc more 
cows and more cows.

I could cite instances by the dozen 
where herds have been declared free 
from the disease on third or fourth 
tost only to have more Infection. and 
consequent loss appear later on. 

Yes, I could relate how a farmer liv- 
ing a neighboring state. w;hose herd 
has been declared free from the post 
for years and whose county has been 
known as absolutely free from Infec- 
tion, has just recently been advised 
thut he now has seventeen reactors 
In n total of thIrty-sIx head. Where 
did It come from? Nobody knows. It 
Is reported that my neighbor who has 
bragged of a federal accredited herd 
of registered Holstolns, recent'.y 
shipped his old bull to tho yards and 
was astonished upon receiving his ro* 
turns to learn that tho animal had 
been tanked as rotten with tubercu- 
losis. The bull in question, though 
tested several times, has never to the 
owner's knowledge reacted. 

At an Indiana gathering of dairy 
farmers a while back, at which a dis- 
cussion of this ail Important matter 
took place, one man arose with tears 
trickling down his face and announced 
that ho was no longer a farmer, for 
the reason that he had lost forty-two 
out of a herd of forty-four fine healthy 
looking Holstelns and had consequent- 
ly been forced to the financial wall. 

Both federal and state authorities 
concede that tuberculin infection la 
often derived from running streams 
of water from which cattle aro per- 
mitted to drink and Just to Indicate 
how little common sense Judgment Is 
often shown by those well paid offl- 
clals who want the Job of testing our 
cows, a farm owner of moderate 
means was recently advised to teat 
his cowa. fence and bridge a stream 
which in spring freshet Is a veritable 
river and furthermore to build a 
double line fence to prevent contam- 
ination from his neighbor's stock. 

Of course no cattle owner would 
knowingly harbor a dangerously dis- 
eased animal among his healthy 
stock but nntli more substantial 
is offered to. show that a healthy ai>- 
pearing, heavy milking cow. whoso 
milk Is pasteurized before marketing. 
Is endangering the best intoresta of 
her owner and tho community as well 
it seem a pity to put both her own- 
er and tho general tax paying public 
to the expense essential to her de- 
struction. 

It It were poaslble to Isolate the 
tuberculosis germ In milk and In such 
manner, spot the animals guilty of 
producing a food dangerous to human 
consumption. It In an easy venture 
that very few would b econdomned. 

One weak feature of the present 
system of our government attempt 
at eradication of tuberculosis In cat- 
tle, la tho lack of provision for test- 
ing of ateera as well as milk cowa. 
Just why a steer feeder should bo 
permitted to bring into the sUto or 
to his pasture from the Chicago yards 
a bunch of cickly looking steers with- 
out a ompulsory test, is hard to un- 
derstand. 

It has been conclusively proven to 
the satisfaction of all concerned that 
steers have and can transmit the dis- 



ease Just aa easily aa can cows, so 
why not as well subject them to a 
teat?

way. or not, Into all tho aerrlcea and 
benefits of the church. It will wel- 
come aU-comors to the Lord's table, 
whether they are Immersed, sprink- 
led or neither, recognizing that It Is 
the Lord's Ubie, and not thelra. This 
Catholic Church will welcome the 
pastor of a different church Into Its 



pulpit whether he was ordained In 
this particular way or that, recogniz- 
ing him on his own profesalon as a 
minister of God.

We aro trying to believe in the Holy 
Catholic church.

80-ever will, let him come and drink

Governor Len Small and Col. C. R.

He Is also president of 
the Mississippi Valley Conference of 
State Highway Olllcials, treasurer of 
the American Association of State 
Highway Olllcials, and an Optimist.
